of the several town*, citle* and village* through- 
out the State, but there i* no section or clause 
"providing" for, or allowing the manufacture 
of any liquors for these purpote*. If it I* proper 
thu* to provide for the tale of spirituout liquor* 
U i* equally proper and nece**ary that this 
manufacture/ ihould be allowed and even en 
cpuraged under like restriction*. By thu* pro 
viding fur the sale of intoxicating liquor*, the 
propriety and necettity of their use are admit 
tod, and being to admitted I can see no good 
reason why thi-ir manufacture *hould be pro- 
hibited. Large quantities of tpiritnou* liquor* 
are annually used in tbe Btate tor tbe purpose* 
above named, and I cannot tea any propriety 
in depriving our citizen* of tba right to manu- 
facture tucb liquor* for such purposes, or in 
compelling them to go abroad for what they 
can with profit and advantage manufacture at 
home. 


Section two of thii bill provides expressly for 


the tale, uud indirectly tor tbo manufacture 01 
beer, wina and cider, for their sale in limited 
qimntitiex, and by agent* to be appointed ex- 
pressly fur such purpose, (which agent*are nut 
allowed t<> mil other intoxicating liquor*,) and 
in qunntitie* and under restrictions, as follows: 


'• Section ii. Auy person who shall first ob- 


tain a permit therefor from tbe Supervisors ol 
any town, the Trustee* of any village or the 
Common Council of any city. In tbi* State, and 
who dues not hold at the same time a permit to 
sell pure und unadulterated liquor*; or, an pro- 
vided in Section 3 uf thitact, may sell within 
the limits of the town, \illage or city, where 
such first named permit is granted, pure wiatt, 
beer and older, manufactured within this Stute, 
under tbe following restrictions, aud not other- 
wise : 


" Beer nhall not be told in any quantity lem 


than eight gallons, and wine and cider shall Dot 
be told otherwise than iu. sealed bottle* or 
packages, and in all cases the entire amount 
sold shall be taken away by tho purchaser in 
the unbroken package or p«ckag«M, as purchas- 
ed ; anil such wine, beer and cider, shall not be 
sold in any quantity or qunntitieg, to be drank 
upon or a >uut the building or pre mines where 
sold,or to be drank in any adjoining room, build- 
ing or premising, or in any place of public re- 
sort, connected with said building ; provided, 
that i n a r y case arising under any of the pro- 
vision* of thi* act, th*xpreiuinpti»ti of Uw ihall 
b«, thitt a.iy wine, beer or cider, in question, in 
tha case, wa* manufactured out vt the State, 
and it (hall be incumbent upon tbe defendant 
or defendant*, HI any suit where the selling of 
intoxicating liquor* by him or them i* *hown, 
to prove that the article sold wan shown, arid 
that the H'.me wa* pure and manufactured with- 
in this State; or beer without admixture of 
distilled o • spirituous liquor, and manufactured 
within thi) State ; and in case of seizure of any 
wlhe, beer and cider, a* provided iu section ten 
of this act, the owner or owners, in order to 
show that the same are leKnlly held under the 
provisions of thi* Hection, shall be required to 
prove tha, each in pure of its kind and manu- 
factured within this State." 


The bill i* entitled " an net for the supprettinn 


of intemperance," and while it prohibit* the 
tale uf certain kind* of intoxicating liquors, ex- 
cept for mechanical, chemical and, medicinal 
purpo'seg, and the manufacture thdreuf al- 
together, it expressly provide* for and permit* 
the manufacture and sale of certain other kind* 
of intoxicating liquor*, used almost exclusively 
as a beveniga, a toe free use of which i* calcu- 
lated to produce and continue tho evil (ought 
to be prevented, and in thi* particular I think 
His inconsistent with it* purposes and unwiae 
in its discrimination.
